RICK IN ALCOHOL 


MELBOURNE, 
Sept. 
8.—A 
new 


«ourde of alcohol has been discovered 
In West Australia. The grass tree, 
.•which flourishes so thickly In the col- 
ony that it has becomes a nuisance to 
agriculturalists, turns out to be full 
of alcohol and the fibres of the core 
yield from five-tenths to one and a 
quarter gallons of spirit per bushel. 
The quantity of the material and the 
ease with which it can be treated 
lead the minister of agriculture to be- 
lieve that the discovery of these alcohol 
bearing properties will be commercially 
valuable, especially for the manufac- 
ture of methylated spirits. 


The curious fact about the discovery 
Is that In the early days- of Australia 
the alcohol yielding properties of the 
grass tree were known to the convict) 
In the colony. It was a common thing 
for them when working In the countrj 
district to brew from the grass a spir- 
ituous .ijsuor which served them as a 
substitute for beer.

A Wonderful Story of Endeavor.

There is hardly a person in the country who does not know 


that New York sends forth a larger volume of exports to foreign 
countries than any port in the United. States, but the average person 


' would be apt to pause and reflect if asked which is the second city 
.with respect to the volume of foreign exports. The mind would 


i naturally revert to Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, San Francisco 


: and New Orleans in this connection, but,the instinftive thought 


i .would be wrong. 


Galveston is second only to-New York in the value of its:foreign 


exports. Six years-ago it was overwhelmed by a tidal wave1, one- 


' sixth of its inhabitants' drowned and the buildings, wharves and' 
even the fortifications terribly wrecked. The jetties', which permit 


1 large ships to enter the harbor were badly damaged. For 'the 'mo- 


ment it seemed that the site of the city was doomed to abandon- 
ment. 


Yet in the twelve months ending^September 1, Galveston shipped 


abroad products to the value of $166,329,884, an increase of $40,- 


: 117,547 over the exports for.the previous year. In. this.total cotton 
and cotton products figured to the enormous 'extent of $138,374,749., 
showing Galveston to be pre-eminently the greatest cotton port id 
the world. Mineral oils,- breadstuffs, cattle, hog products and lumber 
made up the other $27,865,035 of the aggregate. The grain ahip- 


! ments were 17,658,263 bushels; valued at $9,872,607. The bank clear- 


ings for the year were $638,740,000, an increase over the previous 
year of $95,240,000. Foreign goods to the value"of. $6,299,046 'were 
received, of which amount $5,018,315 was entered at the Galveston 
custom house, the remainder being in.bond for other cities. 
The 


. exports to Cuba were $3,532,037 and to Mexico :$3,101,063, a heavy in- 


. crease in -both cases. The foreign tonnage cleared at the port was 
over 100,000,000 tons and 106,091 loaded cars were handled on. the 
/wharves of the city.

lated wealth constitute a problem which vexx* ahfiost every, eM- 
Iized nation in modem times, and for which a solution i* being earn- 
estly sought by political economists. 3Hie manner in which the 
late Marshal! FteKTdisposed *of bis vast fortune by will, to prevent 
its'dfsmenibefment for a perfbd of fifty, years, has revived public in- 
terest^in the question-of the right of any person -who has a&ttmti- 
lated large wealth to dispose of it by testamentary decree, ia a«ch * 
manner as to'preserve its entity after his'death perpetually «r for 
any long period-of tinte,y Those who challenge the right aasume 
that "the dead-hand" should not continue" to' control, in any irra- 
tional degree, or in opposition to tfce public interest, the Wealth 
which it concentrated while living. An unnamed contributor to the 
Eclectic Magazine, who is represented,to be himself a millionaire,' 
discusses the subject intelligently and conservatively from the pub- 
lic policy point, of view, and makes the novel suggestion that laws 
should be adopted providing for the submission of erory testament 
disposing of an estate, whose value exceeds $50,000, to review by a 
jury of twelve of'the testator's living "peers wKose finding* shall 
form the basis of ,the estate's final control or' distribution. The 
estates of decedents are now subject to judicial,review in the pro- 
bating of their wills. In the event of a contest over'flhe manner ia 
which these estates may have been disposed of, wherein the question 
of the sanity of the testator is raised, the control of '"the dead hand" 
is arbitrarily set aside and a hew disposition ia made qf the property, 
which is quite at variance with 'the expressed wishes of the testator. 
The power of review and revision ,is, however, at present vested 
only in the courts, and its extension t» juries would, therefore, be 
a radical change in the existing system. . 


The Control of "the dead hand" over the wealth" accumulated 


during life has been removed ih a measure in the United Kingdom 
by a statutory limitation of the entailment of estates, .which makes 
it possible, in. the course, of time, for the property entailed to be^ 
come finally distributed, in a manner,entirely inconsistent with the 
wishes of the original testator. : The question of placing still further 
limitations on the power of testamentary distribution is, moreover, 
under discussion in that country, and it may lead to the adoption 
of more drastic measures than any now in force. The income tax 
has been adopted there for the ante*mortem control of the public 
interest in accumulated wealth as well as for the raising of revenue; 
arld %. inheritance tax which is imposed, there^and in the United 
States is, in a sense, a measure devised for the same post-mortem 
purposes. The British income tax .works, however, unevenly, its 
burden falling chiefly on those of moderate income,; whereas the 
more wealthy, through various1 devices to which they resort, escape 
their proportionate share of the load. To remedy this method of 
controlling accumulated- wealth a systematic grading of the tax, 
whereby the rate of the^tax is to be increased proportionately with' 
the increased Value of the income for the sake of equalizing the

Larger and wealthier cities which have never felt the heavy 


hand of calamity should take the example of Galveston to heart 
when they hesitate about going to the expense of improvement'and 
adornment. While the inhabitants of that city were rebuilding'their 
homes and counting-houses, and restoring their :trade tHey voted 
an immense bonded debt to insure future protection, and place the 
iVreets, public buildings, waterworks, etc. in proper condition. They 
sre now taxing themselves heavily to raise the grade of the city, buil'd 
the great causeway, across the bay and make ornamental improve- 
ments. The only help they have had in this great work has been 
given by the Legislature, which remitted the State taxes for seven' 
teen years on condition that the amounts'remitted be used to defray 
the cost of raising the grade of the city, which is being done under 
direction of a commission' appointed by the Governor.. It is esti- 
mated that this remitted tax will yield a total of over $2,000,000. 
Local taxation will make up the remainder of the sum required foi 
raising the grade, bonds being issued to enable the work to be done 
at once. The bonds are redeemable as fast as the State taxes are 
levied and paid in. 


Let Oakland study the example of Galveston and learn .from.it

A Pertinent Suggestion. 


EDITOR TRIBUNE: At the head of the first column, editorial 


page of yesterday's TRIBUNE, you request your readers to write 
brief letters to THE TRIBUNE expressing the writers' thoughts 
along lines of seeming interest to readers. While there are many

If women and children who de- 
sire to spend time in a- park, they cannot hope to remain long, as there 
are no toilet accommodations. I have mentioned this important-and 
much-needed betterment to several parties, and all admit its im- 
portance. Some fear it would be a hiding place for objectionable 
parties. I find no cause to'justify such anticipation. The structure 
should be neat, of ornamental design and provided with lock and 
key—the keeper o! the park to lock the doors at night and unlock 
them when he goes on duty, in the morning. Men can. go to the 
saloons, but women and children should be provided for. In con- 
nection with the toilet building could be'a tool department for the, 
keeping of tools.used daily by the park gardener.

Recently-a. large estate left by a 
wealthy British decedent who had resigned -from Parliament and 
taken up a residence abroad because of.his hatred of the income 
tax, and who ha.d disposed of his property by will in a way to* es- 
cape the payment of any tribute to .the public treasury, was made to 
pay:a sum of money through the imposition of the inheritance tax 
which was so large that it covered amply atTthe 'delinquencies of the" 
testator during his lifetime. . But.that wasja case where "the dead 
hand" was reviewed and its purposes defeated judicially and not 
through the agency of any jury of the decedent's peers.

The suggestion-of a jury review of wiHs may be impracticable, 


however, for the reason that it might be difficult, if not impossible, 
to get twelve talesmen together who would be any more competent 
to ilispose of the estate than was the testator himself, and whose 
method of distributing it would be no freer from, criticism and ob- 
jection than his own. But the tendencyof the times is undoubtedly 
toward limiting the accumulation of wealth during life and placing 
some radical control over its distribution after death, to prevent the 
perpetuation of its entity and the'power which it possesses and may! 
wield against the public good. 


Mr. Bryan's proposition of government ownership of railroads 


is still troubling the Southern brethren. His concession to the States 
rights sentiments, which is still potent in the South, does not reconcile 
them to a scheme so revolutionary to the minds of-men educate'd in 
the belief that pure Deniotracy;means individualism in the broadest 
and highest sense.

In future years, when we are 


able to walk on -clean pavements, 
to look upon sightly buildings, to 
go a block or two without climb-

Sickness overtook Kenyon and as 


he had met with many reverses at the 
time of tha fire, the future did not 
hold out much reward for him. 


Kenyon went to the hotel Friday 
night and had his mind fully made UD 
to take his life. He registered uncle? 
the false name of "F. B. Douglass" and 
gave his address as Slockton. It was 
tils evident desire to conceal his ident- 
ity by this and subsequent actions 
The night clerk at the hotel states that 
Kenyon went directly to his room af- 
ter registering. 


Upon reaching- his room he sat down 


and wrote several noteB to friends 
Some of these he tore up into small 
bits and the addresses he had placed 
on the envelope he obliterated to avoid 
a possible discovery as to whom he 
had written. 


Two letters were left, sealed In enve- 


lopes, 
and addressed In bold hand- 
writing to Fred Head, of the payroll 
department of the Southern Pacific 
Company, located at Eighteenth street 
and Telegraph avenue in this city, and 
Frank H Lels of 1011 San Antonio 
avenue, Alameda 
Another note was 
left by Kenyon in which he asked his 
mother to remember him when he was 
"merry and kind and not .sick and ir- 
responsible" The man had evidently 
committed some acts In the last few 
rronths of which he was ashamed. On 
bvth of the envelopes were the tele- 
phone numbers of his two friends On 
a piece of card board, Kenyon wrote 
specific instructions to the hotel clerk, 
asking him to notify only his 
two 


fi lends of his rash act. 


The man then laid down on his bed, 


placed the end of a gat. tube, which 
was attached to the gas Jet, In his 
mouth, 
and turned on the gas full 


force 
His groUns were heard by hotel 
attaches, who forced open the door of 
Kenyon's room and rescued him. He 
was close to death when discovered 
and it took several hours' work to 
bring him back to life at the Receiv- 
ing Hospital, where he was taken by 
the police.

Kenyon i wrote to both of his friends, 
Head and Lels, to keep the facts of his 
suicide quiet and not to let the public 
learn of them. Head followed Ken- 
yon's advice and would not give out 
the information, -which was enclosed 
in the Jertet addressed to him.

He returned shorn of prestige and empty-handed, with a dis-

He did not even land an Appellate judgeship for Jim Gal- . 


lagher, chief of the clan Gallagher, and Ruef's spokesman.in 


the Board of Supervisors. 


Gallagher was an active Democratic politician until very 


recently, following Judge Maguire first and Phelan second til? 


he finally landed in Ruef's camp. 


For his serv' -s to Ruef in putting the United Railroads 


franchises through the Board of Supervisors he was to be re- 


warded with the-Republican nomination for the Court of Ap- 


peals. Ruef also declared that Judge Kerrigan should not be 


nominated; .Well, Kerrigan was nominated and Gallagher was 


neatly turned down, thanks to Judge Henshaw's timely inter- 


vention. Carroll Cook, who was given the presiding judge- 


ship, is credited to Ruef, but he is more Herrin's man than 


Ruef's. Judge Hall has about as much use for Ruef as he has 


for a snake.

The quantity of. material and the ease 
with which it can be treated .lead the 
minister o£ agriculture to believe that 
the discovery of this alcohol-bearing 
properties will be commercially valu- 
able, especially for the manufacture of 
mtehylated spirits.. 


The.curious fact about the discovery 


is that In the early days of Australia 
the alcohol yielding properties of the 
grass tree were known to the convicts 
of the colony.

In bucket shops and in the legitimate 
markets of secondary iinanclal centers 
.Hecent failure of a large bucket c:io4> 
syndicate proved that the public was 
present In vast numbers 
The tax of two centa a share of storks 
.makes a. very material difference with 
the trader and the public, in order to 
avoid that tax, is trading with the bucket 
shops. The bucket shops are robbinc the 
people in three distinct ways. 
riist, 
they rob them of»the legitimate influence 
of their busing and selling orders on the 
market. Second, they rob them by de- 
liberately manipulating the real stock 
market so as to wipe out margins 
The 
.last method''-of robbery is to "welch" 
when the traders wm, as was done In the 
"Al" Adams case. 


Because the crime of the bucket stiops 


is not thoroughly understood by'the gen- 
eral public, It Js probable tljalt thousands 
will go ahead losing their money In these 
gambling houses and 
In the end will 
blame Wall street. The fact that the 
public is present In such large numbers 
In thsse gambling houses spows that 
there Is a disposition on the part of the 
public to dabble in stocks. The man- 
agers of the campaign realize this thor- 
oughly for they observe the Bucket shops 
chiefly to learn the state of public sen- 
timent. 
They are encouraged 
n<W to 
press the campaign forward with renewed 
energy. The money market is the only 
obstacle to a successful campaign whlcn 
can be discussed freely, the other con- 
siderations being largely * litters of sen- 
timent. 
While money promises to be 
tight It must be remembered that this 
year there are no cliques trying to per- 
suade farmers to hold back ttvir tremen- 
dous crops as theie have been in times 
past 
The speculators are urging early 
crop movements and this promises to 
furnish an unusually large supply of bills 
of exchange early in the session bom 
for grain and cotton.

Their childhood is filled 
with hardships, and they are betrothed 
when s>iill children Marriage does not 
bring- them joy, freedom, and leisure; 
they merely exchange the word of 
their parents for that of a master 


In certain countries they are consldw 


ered mere chattels, while in others 
they are confined in a harem. They 
serve as toys, things of amusement to 
their masters. Thej win fa"or as long 
as they charm their husbands by their 
beauty and g-iace, but when they with- 
er and fade they are forgotten. 


Even in ma-ny parts of Europe today 


the husband considers himself the nat- 
ural master and head of the household 
He comminds and counsels and the 
wife and children must obey his words. 
In England and in this country more 
especially men a-r awakening to the 
truth that lo\e andj a proper respect 
for woman nave their influence on the 
home and count in the making of so- 
ciety 
This claim may be large, but 


In proportion to its existence does so- 
ciety evolve 


Certainly there is a long g^p in 


e\olution between the man who gets 
his wife by courting her and the one 


who steals her, that is a fxoat. 


ence in culture shown by the husband 
who considers his wife his truest 
and most tried comrade, and the one 
who rules her with cuffs and blows. 
The history of woman, how she sank 
into slavery, suffered and yielded, de- 
veloped, and gradually came to her 
own, is one full of deep Interest. 


It Is hard to picture the time when 


there was no conjugal love, when TO 
woman called a man husband, and no 
child a parent father. Still this condi- 
tion once existed. It is harder to pic- 
ture a time when the only way a man 
got hla wife was 'by stealing her, or by 
carrying- her away and then pacify- 
ing her parents by paying them a price 
in food or cattle. Still thla practice 
was once almost universal, and ia 
practiced in many parts of the world 
today. The Australian knows no other 
way than to steal a wife or to give a 
sister in exchange. The parents care 
little how their daughters are treated. 
In New Zealand the father or brother, 
In giving the girl away, tells her hus- 
band, "If you are displeased with her, 
sell her, kill her, or eat her." 


In Kouranko young girls usually are 


sold to old men because they can pay 
better prices, when the husbands die 
the young women are permitted to 
marry whom they will. 


Parents often are so eager to Ms- 


pose of their daughters that they be- 
troth the girls before they are grown. 
In New Caledonia the children are be- 
trothed by the parents almost from the 
moment they are born. In Ashantee 
Httlo girls of 10 and 12 are sold In 
marriage, though they do not leave 
their mother's borne until some years 
later. In Polynesia the fathers, moth- 
ers and relatives arrange matches for 
the girls when they are 6 and 7 years 
old. 
GIRL OF TWENTY 


MARRIED TO BOY Of FIVE. 


Among the Roddies of India a young 


girl of 16 or 20 *requently Is married to 
a boy of 5 or 6 She than goes to live 
with the father or uncle of the future 
husband. Child marriages still are 
common In India, especially among 
the Brahmins. It is not unusual for a 
man of 60 to marry a little girl of 6 
Among the Russian peasants it Is 
common for a boy of 8 or 10 to marry 
a woman of 25 or 30. 


In spite of the notion held by the 


modern man that a wife today usually 
Is a great luxury there are countries 
where women are considered good In- 
vestments. Thla especially 
is true 


where woman is considered the abso- 
lute property of her master. She is a 
household furnishing, a thing to de- 
light and amuse him If she Is nothing 
more she certainly is considered a ne- 
cessary evil. She works for him, cares 
for his children, and keapv the house- 
hold running. These men find women 
so necessary to their comfort that they 
buy many wives. One Hottentot, who 
hail ten wives, was asked why he had 
so many -wives, and, he said, "I need 
the women to do my work. They build 
my houses, get the water, cook the 
food, take care of my children, and do 
everything tor me." 


These women get little compensation 


for thSr labor. The more they work 
the more they are expected to work. 
Though the women prepare the meals 
they seldom eat with tuelr husbands; 
they dine apart and an: allowed what 
is left over. Besides having economic 
. value these women are prised as sub- 
jects.' They give their high banded 
lords a chance to exercise their au- 
thority. The men dictate and their 
wives obey; they command and their 
women yield. Let these Women show s 
will of their own and they soon are 
brought to time with a whip 


An Arab chelk spoko wisely to an 


Englishman when he s«Jd: "How can 
a man be contented rrlth on* wlf«t 


It Is absurd and ridiculous. What it 
he to do when she becomes ddt 
When she la young, if lovely, he may 
be satisfied wltli her, but even the 
young must grow old and the beauti- 
ful must fade. 
The man does not 


grow old; he remains young for many 
years. Nature has arranged that man 
shall have young wlvea to replace the 
old. and doea not the prophet allow 
it?" 


Women exprese their •ubmisdon In

Moreover, she Is In fear 
that she may b* cold to a craeler hus- 
band. 


The Kaffirs think le*n ot their wives 


than they do of their cattle. They do 
not allow the women to go near the 
kraal where they keep their imlmals. 
and It a cow dies they grieve more 
than they do when a woman dies. 
Cruel end domineering a* ere men In 
Africa tbejc are not the only ones that 
bave no respect for their Komen, In 
India a girl 1* not supposed to have a 
soul, and she muet marry to save her- 
self from perdition. Even In China 
women are entitled to respect and con- 
sideration only after they an married 
and a Chines* mother known no won* 
misfortune than having a grown un- 
married daughter. 


The Russians feel that an unmarried 


girl Is entitled to no consideration, 
and when |iarents cannot Cad a man 
who is suitable for their daughter they 
send her oft to a foreign country and 
she come* back a widow. This I* a 
great source ot protection, tar to Rnt- 
«ta It I* considered poor form to men- 
tion a dead husband to a widow. 


It goes without aaybc that 


nxraagamy takes tne placo of poly- 
gamy a woman's condition Is Im- 
proved; she no longer Is considered a' 
slave but a minor. In our European 
marriages the legal traditions of 
ancient Rome and Christian Ideal have 
effected a compromise with barbarous 
and feudal customs. 


In Italy" a girl has little choice as 


to whom she would marry—her pa- 
rents decide this question tor her. 
And she Is taught that she must yleid 
to her husband as willingly as she has 
done to her parents. It Is his pleas- 
ure, not hers, that counts, and it she 
courts his anger she may have to pay 
tor It with his stiletto. Though, mar- 
ried women In Oermanr and France 
have more rights and command' some 
respect. It is taken for granted that 
their husbands' pleasures an* 
oosn- 


torts are more important taan their 
own. 


The Greeks and Romans were wise 


In many things, but they had little 
real appreciation tor womankind. The 
Qrseks considered, woman a thins;; her 
father had* the right to Mil her to a 
husband, and the latter could sell her 
or sjlve her away. He also coold be- 
queath her with his fortune. She was 
not considered a part of the household 
In Rome except as a stave. Bar has-- 
band had the right to sell her. give 
her away, and flog her at hit pleasure, 
Monica, the mother of St. Augustine, 
aays: The Roman marriage was only 
a eonlnct Cor slavery."

Girls who in days gone by 


/were shocked if the sudden departure 
of a. servant made it necessary to wash 
the dishes or clean their rooms, are 
tilling the soil or herding cattle with 
ithe nonchalance of an old-timer. 


•• Those who left handsome and well- 
appointed homes seem perfectly happy 
in the little ten-by-twelve "shacks" 
that, upon the majority of farms, con- 
_stitute the dwelling of the owners. 


By rare good fortune in most in- 


stances, and by clever trading In oth- 
ers, nearly all these girls are in the 
same neighborhood. 
lowana, as the 


colony is called, Is near Philips, S. D., 
almost in the heart of the rich Bone- 
steel country. 


i While the entire territory "held 
down" 'by them covers many miles in 
extent, nearly all the girls have as 
neighbors some others "from 
back 


home," and this makes the situation 
exceedingly pleasant and companion- 


Numbers o£ them find it convenient

life and to exchange recitals of ex- 
periences.

More than in any other way—except] 


in actual farming—these dances illus- 
trate the difference between the days 
past and those of the present. 


When the girls first went to the In- 


dian country, many of them took with 
them the elaborate gowns and "fixings'' 
that had been such a delight to the 
feminine heart and had turned the 
heads of the young men before'the ex- 
odus. 


But of what use is a beautiful gown 


or a pitcure hat when one seldom sees 
any one else—at least, no one except 
the farm hands—oftener than once a 
week, and when the prevailing style la 
feminine attire is a short skirt, a'shirt- 
waist and a rough slouch hat? 


To be sure the men gathered at the 


few functions In Philips or vicinity are 
greaUy attracted by a gown with; a 
train. But as a "hickory" shirt, cordu-

trousers, a 
red handkerchief 


around the throat and a broad som- 
brero topping all is the fashion lor 
them, articles of dreamy elegance ap- 
pear incongruous as feminine apparel". 
So such costumes . have disappeared, 
and the transplanted daughters of Io- 
wa are now dressing in the plain and 
sensible garments of the region. 


Soon after these young women set- 


tlers made their homes on the Dakota 
plains, United ^States Commissioner. J. 
D. Kellar of Bonesteel, visited Sioux 
City, Iowa, and was reported in an In- 
terview as having remarked: 


"The young man who wants a \rife— 


young, Intelligent, clever arid the ownT 
er of a first-class farm—should start 


I lor Bonesteel and the Rosebud without 
I delay. 


'There are about 231 young women 


homesteaders in the reservation—about 
one-fifth of the entire, number.. They, 
are Just getting stated in. -theif au- 
tumn work, and the hired-help -probr 
lem is practically hopeless. 


"Beyond doubt, they are the best 


girls in the world, these capable, 'brave 
and energetic young women who .are 
founding homes for theinselyes on the 
prairie. Among them are women of 
social, position and wealthy families, 
as well as former school teachers, 
stenographers, bookkeeper's .and other 
business girls.' 


"A third of them, or more, are col- 


lege graduates; all have more or leas 
money; every one Is .perfectly capa- 
ble of making a good living for her- 
self; every one has a good farm. In 
fact, they represent the finest1231 mat- 
rimonial opportunities I know of." 


Perhaps Mr. Kellar'a 
enthusiastic 


praise was widely read. ':ln any event, 
the homestead girls oh .the-Rosebud 
•have not been neglected ~ln the way of 
proffered 
matrimony, and 'most of 


those in the lowana colony can count 
their proposals toy scores. 


Among their neighfcors-^-nelgrhljors, 


in this sense, meaning other settlers 
within half a hundred miles—are a 
number of single men who also seiz- 
ed the opportunity to acquire good 
farms at the hands of a generous gov- 
ernment.
